Abraham Lincoln was 


born in a floorless "cabin of Kentucky, of 
poor and uneducated parents. 
A« 1m laugh- 


ingly owned, himself, they were called 
"scrubs," from the fact that they owned no 
slaves, and his hatred to slavery was born 
with him and strengthened with his strength. 
In after life, though restrained from striking 
at slavery with bis fall force, from his re^' 
spect for constitutional limits, he never 
censed to regard it with detestation, and in 
the early part of his political career, gavo 
utterance to the sentence that comprises a 
whole 
volume, 
"If 
slavery 
is 
not 


wrong 
then nothing 
i« wrong." 
Mr. ' 


Lincoln early gave in his adhesion lo 
the Republican 
p-'-rty, having narrowly 


escaped a nomination for Vice President on 
the unsuccessful ticket of 1SSO. In I8."S ho 
struck his first blow at the deadly upas 
tree. Having received tho unanimous nom- 
ination of his party for Senator from Illi- 
nois, he placed himself far beyond tho line 
of his party aud his supporters by calmly j 
uttering the axiom, "Tho government ofm- 
uot exist half slave and half free," and in his 
memorable canvass with Judge Douglas, re- 
fused to retreat, and thus unconsciously 
became the prophet of tho ur-w dispensa- 
tion that was to annihilate slavery forever 
and ensure liberty for all. In ISfJl he refused 
to arm slaves, or to endorse the proclama- 
tion of Fremont, Hunter aud Phelps, de- 
fending his position by saying that it was 
the duty of the faithful surgeon to gave 
both life and limb, if possible, though the 
limb ba gangrened, and that it was bis 
duty 
to 
save tho 
Union 
whole 
if 


he could, 
but to sacrifice a part if all 
; 


other means failed. So after forbearance 
had ceased to be a virtue, ho vary calmly' 
and solemnly performed the grandest ac;t of 
the century in issuing tbo emancipation' 
proclamation. It is not generally known 
that he did not publish in September, igfiL', 
the proclamation which Lio had written two 
months previously, and which granted 
immediate emancipation without the loss of 
k single hour, but at the beginning or tbo 
tho now year ho did isano tho proclamnlion 
giving preliminary warning.

We are all grumbling about our roads and 


our surveyors. Tlio roads are miserable and 
our system of making and repairing them is 
miserable, too, but we do not realize how 
ranch we nra losing by continuing to use 
them in their present condition. The an- 
nual expense for wear and tear of horses, 
carriages and harness is enormous, but the 
loss from carrying only half tho load we 
might on smooth, hard and level roads is 
vary much greater. Supposing a horse can 
pnll on a level road 101)0 pounds, on a roa:d 
rising one foot to the hundred he could pull 
hnt 900 pounds. If it rises two feet in a 
hundred 810 pounds, two and a half feet 


• C20 pounds, four feet S20 pounds, live feet 


490 pounds, and if the rise wore ten feet in 
a hnndrod he could pull but 250 pounds or 
only one-quarter the load he could draw on 
a level road. Then, again, tho condition 
of a road, whether hard and smooth, or soft 
and uneven, has much to do with tho 
amount a team can draw over it.
